| of your Majeſty, which 15 not only our Duty 
q but our Intereſt with the greateſt hazard to pre- 
ſerve and defend; We have employed our 

Counſels to the making ſuch Proviſions by Law 
4 as may defeat theſe Fopiſh Adverſaries, their 
[ Abettors, and Adherents, of their hopes of 
I gaining any advantage by any violent attempts 
again(t your Majeſty, and may utterly fruſtrate 
their expectation of ſubverting the Proteſtanc 
Religion thereby 1n time to come : And further 
to obviate, by the beſt means we can, all wicked 
Practices againft your Majeſty while any ſuch 
Laws are 1n preparation and bringing to perte- 
ction, It 1s cur R.cſolntion, and we do declare, 
7 hat in Deferice of Your Majeſty and the Pro- 
ſtant Religion, We will ſfland by Your Majeity 
with our Lives and Fortunes, and ſhall be ready 
to revenge upon the Papiſts any Violence offered 
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by them to your Sacred Perſon. In which we 
hope your Majeſty will graciouſly be pleaſed 
to be tha more 2aflured, as we our ſelves 
are the more mcouraged , in that the Hearts 
of all your Majeſties Proteſtant Subjects, with 


the molt ſincere Aﬀection and Zeal, joyn 


with us herein. 


May the 19th. The Houſe of Commons attended hs 
Majeſty with this Addreſs; whereunto his Majeſty was 
pleaſed to returm this gracious Anſwer.

I thank you for your Zeal for the preſervation of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion and my Perſon, and I aſſure you-I will do 
what in mz lyeth to preſerve the Proteſtant Religion, and am 
willing to do all ſuch things as may tend to the benefit and 
good of my Subjects.

Abont the Reſtitution of the 
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Take kindly the Care you have of my Perſon, and of my 
State, though you underſtand very little either of the one or 
the other. | 

[ have all your Sentiments and Conceits in my Head, bur 
you comprehend not mine in yours. 

You have propos'd to me the Difficulties, which to you thow 
Great and Conſiderable, And you had not the wit to conſider, 
that whatever you have ſaid, has already been weigh'd and conſi- 
dered by me this eight or nine years. 

You would fain appear {ome body by your Knowledge in Mat- 
ters of State, when in truth you skill them no more, than I under- 
itand to frame a Declaration or Proceſs at Lavr. 

[ would have you therefore recolle& what you laid in the Confte- 
rence at Paris. That it would have been happy for the Catholicks, if all 
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had carryed themſelves like one or two Jeſuits (whom you found there very 
opport unely;) And if we had not known their Ambition at this day, as well 
45 their Sufficiency. 

Now am I amaz'd to think whereupon you found this Opinion 
of Ambition, in Perſons that refuſe Dignities and Prelaces when 
proffer'd them : Perſons that make a vow never to aſpire, nor do 
they prerend or ſcek in this World other, than to ſerve without Re- 
compenle all ſuch as are willing to accept of their Service. 

And if it be this name of Jeſuit that oftends you, why pray do 
not you as well quarrel with thoſe that call themſelves the Religious 
of the Trinity * And it you judge thole ſuch like as theſe of the So- 
ciety of Jclus, why don't you {ay that your Daughters are as good 
as thole in Spain that are called the Daughters of God, and that your 
ſelvesare as much of the Order of the Holy Ghoſt, as my Knights 
of that Order ? for my part I had rather be nam'd a Jeſuir, than 
a Jacobin or a Benedictin. 

\ Then for the Sorbon, of which you ſpeak,if they have diſliked the 
Ieſuits, the reaſon was, their want of underſtanding them. And 
if the old Doctors out of a jealouſie would not allow them, the 
younger ſort ſtudies amongſt them and Commends them. | 

What, though they have not hitherts been m France wnleſS by way of 
Toleration? God has reſerv'd that Glory for me (andI look upon't as 
his ſpecial Favour) to eſtabliſh them. It chey have nor been in 
France fave with a Proviſo, they ſhall now be amongſt us by an 
Edict, and by a Decree. The will of my Predeceſlors was to re- 
ceive them, and 'tis my Pleaſure ro eſtabliſh chem. 

The Univerſity is againſt them, the only Caule is, they do better, 
as appears by the great Confluence of Schollars to their College ; 
And becaule they are not incorporated into the ſaid Univerſity. Bur 
chey will not now be againſt chem, when I command that they 
receive them. And for my Pardoning them you. ſhall be glad to Pe- 
LitIon me. | 

You ſay that m your Parliament the moſt Learned had not their Knows 
ledge from the Society of Feſus. It the Learnedft be the oldeſt, 'ris ve- 
ry true ; becauſe they got their Learning before the Jeſuits were 
known in France. But have heard ſay, that others will tell you 


another rale,particularly many of your Members. And we obſerve 


that by their abtence, your Univertity is become a Deſert, and the 
Schollars go atter them notwithſtanding your Decrees, even out 
of the Kingdom. ; | 
To call them « comp.ny of faftionus Fellows, becauſe they follow'd 
rhe

the League, this was purely the injury of the times : They thought 
they did well, but were deceiv'd like many others. And I aſſure 
my ſelf that this very thing, together with the Favors that I will 
Confer on them, ſhall make them ro me as affeCtionate, or more 
than to the League. 

You object that they draw to them young Men of good Parts, And cull 
out the be$t from amongſt them. And tor this Reaſon have l the greater 
Eſteem for them, do not we allo make choice of the beſt Soldiers 
for the War ? And, 1t Favor took not place with you, would you 
ever admit any that was not worthy of your Company, and fit 
to fit in Parliament ? Should they provide for you ignorant Teach- 
ers or Preachers, would you nor laugh at them ? Yet, now they 
are Men of good Sence, you are angry. 

As to the Temporal Goods, you mention, *tis a Slander, they had 
not in all France more than twelve or fifteen thouſand Crowns R.e- 
venue in the total. And I know that, our of their Income, «zc - 
have maintained at Bruges or at Lions ſeven or eight Regents, nc. 
there they were themſelves to the number of three hundred 4:5 
fourty. And ſhould there be any Inconvenience in this matrer, I 
ſhall provide againſt it in my Edict. 

The Yow of Obedience which they make to the Pope, will noc 
oblige them farther, or more to tollow Strangers, than the Oath 
of Fidelity which they make to me, nor will they undertake 

any Deſign againſt their Natural Prince. But the Vow they make 
to the Pope is not on all occaſions. For they make it when the 
Pope would fend them to Convert the Infidels. And indeed we 
ſee that by. their means God has converted the Indies, and fo ma- 
ny heretical Countries. And this is, what I have often aid, if the 
Spaniard finds a Benefit by them, why ſhall not France employ 
them ? are wwe in a worle Condition than others ? is Spain more 
raking than France ? it they are fo in their own Conceit, why 
{ſhould not France ſtand as fair in the Opinion of others ? 

You ſay they work themſelves in as they can get opportunity, do not 
others allo rhe fame thing ? I my felt got into a Kingdom as I 
could gain it. Bur we muſt needs believe, and afhrm that their 
Parience is prodigious ; for my part I admire it. Foraſmuch as by 
Patience, and a ;ood Lite, they come to the end of every thing. 
Nor have I the worſe Opinion of them becauſe they are ſtrict 
obſervers of their Inſtirutions, this is that that will maintain them. 
Theretore have not I 1n any part changed their Rules, bur rather 
will hold them to chem. And it Ihave limiced them under fome 
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Conditions which may not pleaſe Strangers, *rwere better thar 
Strangers take Law from us, than we from them. And take it as 
they have a mind, I and my Subjects underſtand one another. 

Whart if the ( burch-men are upon their Formalities againſt the Je- 
{uit 2 So it has always been, that Ignorance hated Science. And I 
have oblerv'd, that when I began to ſpeak of eftabliſhing the Je- 
ſuits, two ſorts of men eſpecially oppoſed me, the Hugonors, and 
the Church-men, of a ſcandalons Life. And both the one and the 
other have made me have the greater eſteem for them. 

As for the Opinion they have of the Pope, I know they have a fin- 
gular Reſpect for him, ſo have I. But you ſay not that in Rome 
and elſewhere they ſtand not right in that point. On all occaſions 
I aſſure my ſelt chat they ſay not more concerning the Popes Au- 
thority, than others do. And I am confident that ſhould we go a- 


bour to arraign their Opinions, at the ſame time we ſhould arraign 


the Catholick Church. 
Then for their Do&trine to free the Church-men from my Obedience, and 


their teaching Youth to Kill Rings, we ought on the one hand to ſee 
what they ſay,and whether it be true that they indeed fo teach Youth. 
One thing makes me believe that this is not true, viz, thirty years 
and more have paſt ſince they taught Schollars in France, and one 
hundred thouſand have gone from their Colledges, Perſons of all 
Conditions have liv'd amongſt them, and with them find one out 
of this great number, that ſhall maintain he has heard that they uſe 
any ſuch Language,or any other that comes near it, which is object- 
ed againſt them. Or,which 1s more,there are Miniſters of the Hu- 
gonots, which Miniſters have liv'd many years amongſt the Je- 
luits, letthem give Information of the Jeſuits Lives, *tis to be pre- 
{ſum'd chey will fay the worlt they can, if for no other cauſe, yer 
to excule rhemlelves for having left them. Now I know that this 
has been tryed, and from them was had this anſwer, that, truly, 
as for the manners of the Jeſuits, they ſaw no caule to ſpeak ill of 
them. And then for their Doctrine, that is ſufhiciently known. 
In ſhort, few perſons would ſubmit to ſuch a tryal, and the Con- 


ſcience had need be very ſecure, when it refers it ſelf to the Te- 


ſtimony of its Enemies. 

As to Barrierre who would have murdered me, *tis fo far, fo 
very far from truth, that a Jeſuit confeſled him, as you alledge, 
that on the contrary I was advited by a Jeſuit that ſuch a Deſign 
was in hand. And another Jeſuit rold Barrierre that he would be 
damn'd, if he ſhould dare to undertake ſuch a Fat.

As to Chaſtel,the Rack could not extort from him any Accuſation 
againſt Conerand or any other Jeſuit. And it it had notin truth been 
ſo, why did you ſpare them ; and not puniſh them when you had 
them in your hands ? And that other, who was executed, was up- 
on another Subject, which was faid to be found amongſt his Wri- 
tings. But, ſuppoſing it had been ſo, thar a Jeſuit had ſtruck the 
blow ; muſt needs all the Apoſtles ſuffer for one Judas ? or I make 
ſatisfaction for all che Robberies, and Rogueries committed by the 
Soldiers that are lifted in my Armies ? God at this time would 
humble me, and lave me, and I render him thanks, he teaches me 
ro pardon Offences, and I do fo willingly for his ſake. Moreover 
I every day pray for my Enemies, ſo far is it from me to remem- 
ber them as you (little like Chriſtians) invite me to do. I take not 
this well at your hands, we have all need of Gods Mercy. 

As to the Dijpen/ation neceſſary for my Siſters Marriaze, his Holi- 
neſs has at length accorded ir. And I am very certain the Fathers 
Jeſuits were our friends in that Aﬀair. And if a Spaniſh Cardinal 
Jeſuit helped me to obtain the Bleſſing of our Holy Father when 
I turn'd Catholick ; why then would you have me ſuſpe& the 
French, my natural Subjects ! I ſhall know of them what I ſhall 
judge, that I ought to know ; nor ſhall I communicate to them, 
ſave whatl have a mind. Let me alone to the Management and 
Conduct of this Company, I am now the Maſter and Governor 
of {ach as are far more headſtrong and more hard to be ruled with- 
out more ado, obey my Wll. 

His Majeſty after this Speech retir'd to rhe Chappel of Borbon to 
hear Yefþers, and he was ſcarce come thither, before the Fame of 
his marvellous anſwer to the Parliament was ſpread about all che 
Court, inſomuch that Father Cotton receiv'd the Applauſes and Con- 
gratulations from all quarters, which made him go to throw him- 
{elf art his Majeſties feet, and give him thanks in the name of all 
the Society of Jeſus ; afrer which the King, giving him the kind- 
eſt words, began anew to treat with him about the means to fill 
France, and place Jeſuits in every great City. And thence took in- 
to Conſideration the founding of ſome Schools, and the promoting 
of this Aﬀair as neceſſary for the State, and Welfare of the King- 
dom. 

Now upon the account of this Eſtabliſhment of the Company, 
the King continued to lolicite vigorouſly, and by the means of 
Monſieur Baron, and of the Chancellor to preſs the Parliament to 
come to a Concluſion, and not farther ſhew themſelves obſtinare 

againſt 
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apainſt his Majeſties Will. Whereupon Monhteurs Martine and Servin 
produced a writing which contain'd certain [trange Modifications,as 
for inſtance, that the Jeſuits ſhould not acknowledge their General in Italy. 
And that they ſhould be admitted m France with a Proviſo, with 0- 
ther impertinencies of the ſame ſtuff. And becauſe they pretend- 
ed ſtrongly the good of the Kingdom, and ſervice of the King, 
his Majeſty,(who was advertis'd thereof) order'd that for the general 
ſatisfaction of all, rhe Chancellor, ſhould ſummon Monſieur Sel- 
lier, Caitelneauf, de Meſce, the Prefident Crianine, and Mr. P/lleroy, 
tro hear their grievances and ſecond Remonſtrances. Then was 
all examin'd, and it was determin'd that, upon the forfeiture of 
their places, they ſhould be filent, and make their Concluſions 
conformable to the Kings Will, thereupon they departed diſcon- 
rented. His Majeſty made them be call'd the next day, and it was 
the laſt day of the year, 1603. the Eve of the Circumciſion of 
our Saviour, the Feaſt of the Society of Jeſus, appointing them 
by three ſeveral Meſlages to come to him two hours before noon ; 
then they came, but an hour later than the appointment. 

The King came to them from his Chamber, and in the preſence 
of ten or twelve reprov'd them ſharply tor their Preſumption, and 
Diſobedience. "Taxing them both with their natural and their acquired 
Imperfe&tions, notorious to every body ; Telling them that they had many 
Books, but had not yet well ſtudied m that of Experience, nor in that of 0- 
bedience ; And that therefore his Majeity reſerv'd to himſelf that of experts 
ence, leaving to them the other of . Obedience. "Then turning himſelf to 
Monſieur Servine {aid to him particularly. You think your ſelf won- 
drotis wiſe m propoſing that the Jeſuits ſhould not acknowledse their General 
in Italy. And where T pray bave you learnt Ar. Wiſeacres, that there is 
a Body without a Head, or a Company without a Captain. Five or ſix Or- 
ders, which we have in France, peaceably own their Generals, yea though they 
be Spaniards. You after ſay that the Jeſuits hitherto have not been re- 
ceived but with a Proviſo ; this 1s true, but this us a farvour God has been 


pleas'd to beſtow on me, having reſerv'd for me to admit them and e$tabliſh 


them at the ſame time, that they may be the more oblig'd and the more affe&ti- 
onate to me. | 

Monſieur Servin replyed that whatever he had done in this Af- 
fair, was for the ſervice of his Majeſty, and thereupon call'd Hea- 
ven and Earth to witneſs that he had no other Deiign but to ſerve 


the Kings Family, for whom the King (as his manner was) had 
an anſwer ready. Tf you manage my Mets no better than you have done 


your own, they will come to no good end, ſeeing you conld have no quiet- 


neſs 
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neſs with the two Wirves , and the Son it pleaſed Cod to vive you. 

Now alter many other paſlages, too long here to be related, 
the King laid to them, this 15 Wedneſday, to morrow Thurſday, 
if this day you make not your Concluſions, you ſhall be none of 
my Officers to morrow. And it this Court of Parliament ſhall 
think fir, I ſhall re-imburſe the money to thoſe that paid for their 
Places. And in the places they held from me, I ſhall ſubſtituce 
others, who ſhall be more uſeful, and more obedient to me than 
I find you are. | 

Monhieur Serve went away in a hear, ſaying, he ſhould do ac- 
cording to bis Conſcience. The King laid if fo be that you have a Hu- 
o0note Conſcience, ſhew it, for I ſhall force no body. Whilſt 
this paſt they flunk away one after another, the King however con- 
tinued all in anger, and for an hour after ceaſed not to complain 
of the inlolence of the aforeſaid Officers. And Father Cotton by 
chance finding him, endeavoured particularly to Excuſe the Attor- 
ny General to his Majeſty, ſaying of him, that he was forced for 
peace ſake to temporile with his Companions. And why, ſaid the 
King,{hould not he rather comply and temporiſe with me,than with 
his Companions ? I take itill trom him, becauſe he ought only to 
demand their Opinions, not to follow their Concluſions, I advis'd 
him of this, and yer he would do nothing, 

Theſe words were of ſuch Efficacy, that the very ſame day, 
after dinner, the Parliamenc mer again, and made their Conclu- 
ſion. The Chancellor wonld fee it in Writing, and he advis'd 
his Majeſty to ſend and cor.,mand Monſieur de Metz to be preſent 
the next day, when theCourt of Parliament fat,there to afliſt at the 
verification of his Edit. Which was done the ſecond of theyear, 
1604. whereby we are clearly and {imply eſtabliſhed, according 
ro the Kings Will, He would nor ſuffer to be added, that Clauſe 
of Violence, Expreſſumo mandato Regis. 

Juſt upon the nick, as this Edi&t was verified, came two ſwing- 
ing Slanders trom the Hugonots againſt us, The one was by the 
means of an Apoſtate, lately a Domjrican Fryer, who confteſs'd 
he was ſuch, and who, as he pretended, came Poſt from Caitres 
to adviſe the King that a certain Jeſuit came from Perpiznon ro 
murder the King, tfaying, he knew him by fight. 

This news was brought to the King one afternoon, when he 
kept his Chamber for a Catarrh, having Father Cotton alone with 
him at his Beds-head, to whom he turning and {miling ſaid, it may 
be that you are he, who ſtand there ready to give the Blow. And 
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on this occaſion the King was very eloquent and enlarged on the 
inlolence of theſe falle Reports, and Inventions thart are ſcattered 
about and ſpread over the Kingdom, and propoled Remedies he 
would have uſed. And immediately he ordered the faid Apoſtate 
0 be carried tro Monſteur Y/illeroy by Monheur de la Force, Fs 4s had 
brought the news. Which Apoſtate was heard, and after put 1ato 

a Goalers hands, who carried him about the Streets all over Paris 
co ſee if he could meer his pretended Jeſuit. And now the good 
man began to ſay that he would not be very confident, that *twas 
a Jeſuit, but that he ſuppoled him one, becaule he had {een him 
walk a kind of a modeſt gate. And he us'd what means he could 
poſſibly, by the Hugonots, to ger his Liberty, that he might be 
g0ne into his own Country again. 

The other Slander was, that the King had word from England, 
thar Father Cotton had ſent Letters into England ro exhort the Catho- 
licks there, to be all of good Courage, tor that the King of France 
would be their Protector againſt all perſons whatſoever. To which 
his Majeſty anſwered thar he believed nor a little of ir, chat Fa- 

ther Cotton he knew was more wile and cautious, giving order that 


his Ambaſſador ſhould inform the King of England from him to 


- that effect. 


Bur on the other hand as divine Providence always Nriggs about 
in ſeaſon, che means to effect what it has pre-ordained. lr pleas'd 
God that the Conſtable of ( aſtile in thoſe days paſs'd by =; and 
there — with him one of the Spanith Fathers of the Sociery of 
Teſus ; This Father defirous to ſee the face of the King of France, 
having heard of the Zeal he profels'd to have for che Catholick 
Religion, and for us : He was Fin by Facher Cotton to his 
Maieſty : who amongſt other queſtions demanded of him how 
many Jeſuits there were in Spam, he anlwered there migh: be three 
thouſand hve hundred compriſing thoſe of Peru. I would, ſaid 
the King, that there were fo many in France, and fo after ſome 
diſcourle diſmilt him, as alſo did the Queen, tull of content, and, 
admiration, who could not after a long time be latished with his 
Diſcourle, ſaying to Father Cotton, O quantum a contuliſti ſo- 
cietatt. 

It would nov be tedious to relate all the King h has done cowards 
having the College open'd, which he has founded near Anjou; and 
how thoſe of our Society, chat 50 thither, are careſled. The De- 
{isn, which of himſelt he has taken, to have his heart, and that 
of the Queen buried in a Church, which he is building there ; 
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the Seminaries of Schollars, the Univerſity, that he will erect, 
which {hall alrogerher be governed by us. 

Ana how oracioully he has received the Supplications of feveral 
Ciries who have deſired Colleges of us. 

And for thar accident of the wound given to Fa cher Cotton, he 
has ſhew'd himlelt fo full of Charity, in taking care abour kim, 
that his own Phylicians attend him, that he have Dier from his 
own Table, nor would let him hay e Medicines, Hurt from his own 
Cloler, be ſides the Proclamations, and all the Dil igences uled to 
fnd out the Maletactor , are ab OVe [magination. 3ut it has 
Pc. \\ed God that Father Cotton i is miraculouſly recovered, withour 
{o much as a Fever, and the Woun | had not touche | either Ten- 
don or any Iſtrument of the Voyc, fo that within c..irteen days 
he Preach'd before the King, and continues Preaching, 


As for our College at Paris, his Majelty has a trons Deſign to 
enlarge it with other Colleges. 

Things go to well that we have reaſon to thank God infinitely,
